of the New. York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford Railroad Company were indicted 
yesterday -by the ‘Federal: Grand Jury 
for conspiracy to monopolize interstate 
ecommerce by atquiring the control. of 
practically all the trahsportation facili- 
ties of New England. This is the result 
of the Government investigation of New 
Haven affairs which has progressed 
for more than a year and which, as 
regards the civil aspect of the case, was 
settled by a decree to which both sides 
agreed before it was presented for Judge 
Mayer's signature two weeks ago. 
Charles S. Mellen, who was the chief 


witness before the Grand Jury and thus 
gained immunity, was not indicted. The 
defendants named in thie true bill were 
William’ Rockefeller, George Maccul- 
loch Miller, Charles.

MEXICO, Nov, 2.—A dispatch ‘received | 
here from. Aguascalientes says that | 
Gen. Eulalie Gutierrez’ was elected Pro- 
visional President.of Mexico this morn- 
The clec- 
tion is for twenty days only. The. con- 
vention voted'to meet in Mexico City | 
later, 


Gen. Gutierrez has been prominently 
identified with the revolutionary move- 
ment that resulted.-in the expulsion of 
Gen. Huerta.from the republic... He. is 
a close friend of Gen. Carranza and 
rose with Carranza against Huerta in 
Carranza’s native State of Coahuila. 
He defeated a force of Federals near 
Saltillo last Januxry. yh April he ¢x- 
pelled the Spanish residents from the 
City of San Luis Potosi. One of his 
greatest. victories: against the Federals 
was won at Vanégas in June. 

Commenting today on the action of 
the Aguascalientes Convention, Foreign 
Minister Fabela said: 

“ The high officers of this Government 
believe that this convention had no 
right to name a successor to Gen. Car- 
ranza. If Gen. Villa and Gen. Zapata 
refuse to leave the country with Car- 
Tanza we will have war.. The only way 
‘©. guarantee: peacé is for these- three 
chieftains .to leave : the - field... Gen. 
Gutierrez is a brave and honorable sol- 
dier, hut the convention must live up to 
Gen. Carranza’s demands.”’ 

Preparatory to. the election of a pro- 
visional Président, the Aguascalientes 
Convention last night accépted the’ res- 
ignation of Gen. Carranza as>First Chief 
of the Constftutionalist Party. The res- 
ignation was accepted unconditionally. 
Gen. Villa resigned at the same time 
“~of the Northern 
Division of the army. 


EL PASO, Nov.. 2:—Gen: Carrahsa, 
from Mexico City today, issued a fur- 
ther demand for an explanation from 
the convention. Indications tonight 
pointed to a possible conflict betweén 
the Carranza’and Villa factions. It was 


reported that both sides had begun mov-} 


ing troops. 

The ‘term of. office, twénty days; ac 
corded to Gutierrez, was made short’ out 
of consideration “ror ‘the delegates “of 
Gen: “Zapata, the Southern ‘chieftain. 
These delégatés’ had‘ nd ‘vote in the ‘cén- 
vention for lack of authorization: from 
their chief.’ Within the twenty days al- 
lotted it was expected that Zapata could 
arrange to allow his agents to vote°for 
him. : 

A message from the Central Bureau of 
Information at’ Mexico City was given 
out by the Consulate General’s office 
here tonight as follows: 

‘As soon as the First Chief. was in- 
formed of the action ofthe :Aguasca- 
lientes convention he. st&ted to the con- 
vention delegates that he was disposed 
to: do as he had promised and give up 
his command and. executive power: as 
soon as the convention had fixed the 
form of provisional government and ar- 
ranged for Zapata and Villa to give 
up command. of their forces. Also he 
asks that an explanation be’ made to 
him of the motives which had impelled 
the convention to decide to accept his 
Tesignation and the motivés from 
which it had consi@*red expedient his 
resignation fro vo? er.”’ 

In the convention last night Gutierrez 
received eighty-eight votes for Provis- 
ional President. His nearest competitor 
was Gén. Juan Cabral, the Sonora com- 
mander, for whom thirty of the delegates 
voted. 

Gutierrez comes of the lower middie 
class, : Before he vecéme a revolutionist 
he was a grocer. .He was appointed 
Provisional. Governor of the State of 
San Luis Potosi by Carranga at the 
beginning of the Constitutionalist revo- 
| lution. He is regarded, however, to be 
&@ sympathizer with Villa in the présent 
controversy. 

Gutierrez is known: throughout the 
Constitutionalist army as “ the ‘Tiger 
of. Conception del Oro,”” from the little 
town. between Saltillo ahd San Luis 
Potosi; where he made his home. When 
Gutierrez allied himself with Carranza 
he Succeeded in raising several hundred 
en, from among his neighbors, but 
was unable to arm more than a handful 
A of them.

‘The 
Allies insist on reparation tO Russia for the Aainage dohé by the ‘Turkish 
bombardment; the immediate dismissal of the German officers from the 
cruisers Goeben and Bre#lau, and the Internient of the two ‘vesséts ‘until. 
the end of the war. This demand, tt is believed, will not be. sanctioned ‘by. 
the Young Turks: 

The British Admiralty announces that the entire North Sea:has been. 
closed to commerce, and yessels entering this area: will he exposed to the.

Austro-German Armiles in Poland to 
Make Another Stand.

The fighting in this field has been 
Germahs. It 
seems beyond question that their 
losses must be double those of the 
Allies. They have pressed their at- 
tacks under particularly unfavorable 
conditions, while their early repulse 
lost the chance ‘to even ‘the score, 
that could only come through inflict- 
ing a decisive defeat. : 

The reports of German attacks all 
along the line in Franca indicate that 
they are feeling their way in prepara- 
tion for a resumption of a strong ag- 
gressive move... It is unlikely that 
they can attempt this with hope of 
success unless they are able to send 
to their armies in France reinforce- 
ments of at least ten army corps. 
If they are making such a movement 
it should be shown not only by in- 
creased activities in France, but also 
by a further ‘retreat of the German 
and Austrian armies in Poland. 

The renewal ofthe attacks along 
the centre of the line in Franve is co- 
incident -with the delivery of des- 
perate attacks on the Russian lines 
on the East Prussian border. The 
German troops in this region seem to 
be under orders to. make every) sac- 
rifice in an effort to decrease the 
pressure that is being exerted by the 
Russians in Western Poland. 

Along a front of 100 miles on the 
East Prussian border the Germans 
are: making vigorous efforts to break’ 
down the: Russian defense. The flat 
country in which the fighting is tak- 
ing place is, however, a serious dis- 
advantage for the attacking troops. 
Their movements are difficult to con- 
ceal, and they have trouble in finding 
shelter from the ehemy’s fire after 
they have left their intrenchments. 
The Germans also are at a disad- 
vantage in that their ast Prussian 
army is: largely made up -of reserve 
forces, armed with less efficient rifles 
and field guns than those of the Rus- 
sians. The latter in this field are 
mostly first-line troops; who have 


| 


rifles and field guns equal to any in’ 
the world. 

The efforts of the ‘Germans to hold 
their pdsitions on the East Prussian 
border are placing their army in this 
field\in a dangerous: position. The de- 
feat of. their army in Poland has. 
forced it to retreat seventy miles, so 
that. the two portions: of the German: 
forces are separated “by a hundred 
.. The ‘Russians ,will undoubtedly keep 
on pressing their advantage in Poland 
as long as they can continue to force 
the-Germans back. If this movement 
should be stopped short of the Ger- 
man border it is probable that the 
Russians will move a force north.jn 
the effort to surround the Germans in 
East Prussia or force their retreat. A 
rapid movement to the rear could be 
made by the Germans under such 
circumstances only at the expense of 
large losses in stragglers and with the 
risk of greater disaster. 

The advent of Winter is bringing 
added hardships upon the troops in 
this field, and is also introducing a 
new factor in the fighting in the East- 
ern theatre. Both East Prussia and 
Poland are fertile plains, so nearly 
level that large portions are swampy. 
The cultivated areas become almost 
impassable to vehicles after a few 
-yains. The early Winter is now freez- 
ing the mud and the swamps 8o that 
troops and wagons can travel more 
readily in all directions. The first ef- 
fect of freezing weather. will then be 
to. facilitate . military operations 
through removing the most serious 
obstacle with ‘which the transport 
service ‘has to contend. 

Yesterday's news from the battle in 
Poland shows a ‘further retreat by 
the Austro-German forces. . Their left 
flank is holding fast on a line run- 
ning due north from Lodz. To. the 
south, though. they have been driven 
back to Piotrkow and Opatow. This 
rapid “retreat of the Austrians and 
Germahs has saved them from a de- 
cisive defeat, but they are still ex- 
posed to a serious reverse, if their 
plan should miscarry at any point and 
afford an opening through 'which the 
Russians can force their way. 

The Czar’s forces are now concen- 
trating their mai: attack northeast 
of Kielce in an effort to repeat the 
tactics by which they won impor- 
tant victories over the Austrians in 
the first days of the war. If the 
Russians can break through at this 
point they will be able to turn south- 
ward agaitist the rear of the Austrian 
army in Galicia just as they did two 
months ago after the great battle at 
Rawa-Russka. 

The fighting in Galicia is, like that 
of -the last two weeks, without im- 
portant advantage for either side. At 
Lesaisk, on the San River, and ate 
Turka, on the Stryi, the Austrians 
have gained slight advantages. The 
line. of battle.to the southeast is now 
more definitely outlined and runs from 
Turka through, Nadworna and Ko- 
lomea to the Russian .border just east 
of Czernowitz, in Bukowina. The re- 
newal of Russian attacks in this dis- 
trict indicates that they are now be« 
ginning to bring up a new levy of re- 
serves. :

The returns are incomplete, par- 
ticularly in respect to exports, but. the 
figures as they stand show a, credit mer- 
chandise trade balance for the month of 
more than $33,000,000, This is double 
the credit trade balance shown by the 
complete figures for the month of Sep- 
tember. Prior to that for several months 
imports had exceeded exports. This 
change in our trade since the. outbreak 
of the war has brought substantial re- 
lief in that it has played an important 
part in causing the exchanges to move 
more in our favor, thus greatly simpli- 
fying the problem of meeting our obli- 
gations abroad. 

The. growth in* our. exports is note- 
worthy, but it is evident from the in- 
formation coming tO hand that in sev- 
eral directions, particularly in» South 
America, it would be much larger than 
it is, if more ample banking facilities 
were available for the financing of 
trade to those parts. This is work 
which branches of American banks in 
Latin American countries will be able 
to perform with great advantage to ex- 
porters ‘in the United States.. This again 
emphasizes the fact that the expansion 
of our trade in old fields, or its exten- 
sion to new fields, will call for the em- 
ployment of additional. eapital in bank- 
ing as well as for the financing of new 
undertakings through which .may come 
orders for supplies on a large scale. This 
field of foreign trade, in other words, 
is one which must be cultivated with all 
the helps.which were given to it by the 
countries of Europe whose commerce 
we are attempting in part to inherit. 

Further evidence was afforded yester- 
day of the pronounced tendency toward 
easier money market conditions. There 
is little doubt that the, money market 
would be easier than it is were it not 
for the fact that a very large amount 
of funds are immobile as a result of 
the absence of a recognized market for 
stocks. It is now easier than it-was to 
obtain. loans on those classes of securi- 
ties whicl® have been released from 
trading restrictions, and it would be 
natural to expect a similar result to 
flow from a re-establishment of a nat- 
ural market for stocks, The advisabil- 
ity of ‘a practical exchange of views 
among all the interests concerned, in- 
cluding the Stock Exchange and the 
banks, can hardly be doubted, and there 
are reasons’ for believing that if the 
problem is approached as it should be 
} ways could be found to start the stock 
market on the road toward a natural 
market. 

The bond market has been started-on 
that road and has traveled so far al- 
ready that to a large extent it has been 
found possible to remove price restric- 
tions. It would not be at all surprising 
when the question fis put to a practical 
test if it is found that the volume of 
the foreign selling of our securities’ will 
be much smaller than has heretofore 
been thought likely. Each day recently 
has brought fresh evidence that Euro- 
pean investors: are inclined to look upon 
American securities with favor because 
of their being free to a larger extent 
than the securities of Europe from the 
disastrous effects of the war. Three or 
four recent instances were cited in 
banking circles yesterday of the inVest- 
ment of funds here by foreigners. in 
blocks of $100,000 or more and a number 
of purchases in smaller amounts for 
European accounts are coming to no- 
tice. These few instances which came}. 
to public attention in the financial dis- 
trict are probably symptomatic of a 
movement of much larger proportions.

TART ANSWER TO LIVERPOOL. 


Sharp Messages Between New York 
and British Cotton Boards. 


The strained relations that have ex- 


isted between committees of ‘the New 
York and Liverpool Cotton Exchanges 
for several weeks over efforts made to 
reduce the “‘ straddle’ account left be- 
tween the markets when the Exchanges 
closed took expression yesterday in the 
exchange of somewhat acrimonious 
cablegrams. The committees agreed at 
their meeting in this city that cotton 
involved should not be marked down. to 
a level lower than about 8 cents a 
pound.
